At the same time, the miller's 


price on flour dropped another 20 
cents at 50 cents a hundred pounds 
iower than the past Tuesday at 
Minneapolis, and one grocery chain 
announced its retail price for 10- 
pound sacks of flour would, drop 4 
cents next Monday. 


One expert declared, however, 


that the gyrations in the commodity 
markets won't be felt in many in- 
stances by retail store shoppers im- 
mediately. 


Paul S. Willis, president of 


the Grocery Manufacturers of 
America, called the commodity 
price break "a step in the right 
direction." 


"If commodity prices stabilize 


at a lower level, pressure on manu- 
facturers will be eased," Willis said. 
"Unless other cost factors such as 
labor offset this lessened pressure, 
a halt to the upward price move- 
ment is indicated." 


Not all commodities shared in the 


downward price movement. Butter 
ranged from a new wholesale high 
of 95 to 93 cents a pound at Balti- 
more to 2!i to 3 cents a pound 
lower at Chicago. Feeds, poultry, 
lard, cocoa and other food items 
remained even or better. 


.Grain, however,, have long been 


a bellwether of the commodity mar- 
kets, and many items were moving 
downward including vegetable oils, 
greases, cereals, hogs and cattle.

ar many legends concerning; St. Valentine. 
possibly because there are seven Valentine* 
listed in the calendar of saints. Some say 
1 ^ was a young .Roman priest who wa* 
put to death for performing secret mar- 
riages in defiance of an edict from thc 
Emperor Claudius. 


Others claim that SL Valentine was 


really Valentine Valentia, a -Franciscan 
monk who wrote letters for illiterate peo- 
ple of his village, often decorating them 
with artistic designs. 
Another version 


has it that he was a bishop who healed 
the son of Cralon, a famous rhetorician, 
and was later choked to death by a fish- 
bone. 


The most popular theory is that St. 


Valentine was a young Koman priest who 
was beheaded Feb. 14, 270 AJX for refus- 
ing to renounce Christianity. While in 
prison he was supposed to have written 
a farewell message to his new friend, the 
jailer's blind daughter, signing it "From 
Your Valentine."

in the church of St. Praiedes at Koine, 
Here a gate, now known as the Porta del 
Popolo, was formerly named in his honor, 
Porta Valentine, or Valentine'* Crate . . .

The Roman oracles, observing that 


birds began mating on Feb. 14, set aside 
this day as the Feast of Lupercalia. dedi- 
cated to the pastoral god _Lupercns and 
the Goddess of Love, Juno. As part oi 
the 
ceremonies, 
Roman 
youths 
and 


maidens drew names from an urn set up 
in a public square to see who would be 
their "blind date" for the coming year. 


As the feast was dedicated to pagan 


gods, the Christian Church tried to dis- 
courage these "love lotteries" and urged 
that the names of saints be drawn instead- 
The young people were then supposed to 
be tmder the protection of the saint whose 
name they drew. 


This idea didn't prove very popular^ 


hos ever, so the Church compromised and 
merely changed the name of the day to 
that of a saint. It is said that Pope 
GadJnns, in 496 A P., was the first t 
dedicate Feb. 14 to St. Valentine, 
saini of lovers.
